day In the testimony of John D. Rocke- 
reller, the maker of the great corpora- 
tion, in his testimony In the govern- 
ment^ suit, to dissolve the trust. A 
moment before the adjournment yes- 
terday there had icon no intimation 
that Mr. Rockefeller's direct narrative 
with Ills conne'etibn with the otl indus- 
try from its start to the present would 
be Interrupted. At this point, how- 
ever, almost without warning his coun- 
sel-called Mr. Rockefeller 
from 
the 


stand and announced that the direct 
examination had been completed. To- 
day when counsel for the government 
begins his cross-examination it Is be- 
lieved he will be forced to conline his 
ciuestions to the- comparatively early 
period described by Mr. Rockefeller in 
his 'Story. • 
..... 


Mr. Kellogg said the cross-examin- 


ation would not be confined to rhe pe- 
riod between 1S62 and 1SS2 concerning 
which Mr. Rockefeller gave evidence 
on his direct examination, but would 
cover 
also subsequent developments 


which were connected directly with 
those of the period described by Mr. 
Rockefeller. In response to questions 
about the hazardous nature of the oil 
business, owing to the possibility of 
failure of supply. Mr. Rockefeller" said 
that the 'production of crude oil in tfic' 
Pennsylvania field bad steadily in- 
creased from 1862 to 1900. Mr. Kellcgg 
read figures frmn ai: 
official ' report 


showing .that the Pennsylvania ,. field 
reached' its-highest point of .production 
In 1000. Mr. Rockefeller denied that 
the supply of crude oil 
had 
always 


been ample, and asserted that it had 
fluctuated, but that,the supply Is larger 
now than when he was actively en- 
gaged In business. He was asked about 
the development of oil fields in Ohio 
and Oklahoma, but said that .he knew 
little about them as they had been ac- 
tively worked since he retired from 
business. He described the drilling 
production of oil as of the character of 
a mining business. He said it was the 
policy of his company to pay for Its 
oils at the wells and that the larger 
part of the oil it refined was purchased 
from the producer. 


"You have been nrosppro'is since Ihe 


beginning?" asked 'Mr. Kellogg. 
"Yes." 
"Do you consider a business hazard- 


ous that on an original investment of 
567,000.000 paid 
dividends amounting 


to 5591,000,000 and had left a surplus 
of 5300,000.000?" 


"I do not consider the amount or 


money made determines whether 
tiie 


business is hazardous ov not," said 
Mr. 'Rockefeller. 


He was asked about the trust agree- 


ment of 1SS2 and whether the trust 
certificates did not show 
a value of 


$.0,000.000 and that the slocks held un- 
der the agreement had an actual value 
of 555,500.000. Mr. Rockefeller said he 
believed those figures to be correct. 


Sir. Kellogg then asked whether the 


stock 
certificates 
issued thereafter 


were for stock dividends or 
fo'r addi- 


tional properties acquired but John G. 
Milburu of Mr. Rockefeller's counsel 
objected on the ground that this was 
not within the scone of Mr. Rockefel- 
ler's direct testimony.

Standard paid. ?TLie witness said that 
this agreement followed the rate wa,r 
between the Northern and tho South- 
ern lines, and that there was an agree- 
ment whereby life was to equalize the 
amount of freight distributed between 
the different roads.

Kellogg read 
the 
agreement 


which showed that, it provided ttiat the 
Standard nil Co. was to ship two rail- 
lions barrels of oil a year. 
When the 


government counsel asked if the other 
railroads beside

Pennsylvania 


made a like demand for a 10 per cent 
rate/ Mr. Rockefeller referred him to 
the men who made the negotiations.' 


Asked if the Standard was the only 


one to get the rebate witness said that 
the greater volume given by the Stand- 
ard was in part responsible for the re- 
bate and that -in. those days it -was 
the custom for large shippers to re- 
ceive consideration. 


"We sought to secure, what alt ship- 


pers then.and now seek," 
said• 'Mr. 


Rockefeller. He did not jrecall what 
Daniel-p'Day's "conneittohy-wllh 
this 


matter was, hut said'Mr. .O'Day was 
general manager of tlie Columbia. Con- 
duit Go., which was' purchased by the 
Standard in '77. 


Mr. Kellogg then read letters of. Mr. 


O'Day to Mr. Cassatt of the 
Pennsyl- 


vania railroad in which it was stated 
that the American Transfer Co. re- 
ceived a rebate of 20 cents a barrel 
from the Lake Shore road and It was 
requested thnt the Pennsylvania sys- 
tem give the sumo rebate. 
It 
was 


shown in the letters that the Pennsyl- 
vania did so. 


"Don't

Mr. 


O'Day and Mr. Cassatt testified that 
the American Transfer Co.—the Stand- 
ard Oil Co.—was not only paid a re- 
bate of 20 cents a barrel on its own 
shipments but a rebate on tlio ship- 
ment of oil by independent refineries?"

"My attention has been called to 


such testimony." said Mr. Rockefeller.

LIVES LOST 


By the Explosion of a Gas Main 


NEW YORK, N'ov. 20.-Moro than iwctity persons are believed to have 


lost their lives as (be result of the explosion of a gas main at 
Gold 
und 


Front streets in Brooklyn today. 
Pratlically the whole street from stoop 


lino to stoop line, between Gold und Front streets, was. tumbled-into a fi£t>- 


foot excavation in which fifteen or more men were working and a number oE 


pet-sons who were walking along the street are believed to have, been car- 


ried down. It is believed that every person who went into the excavation was: 


killed instantly, smothered or drowned. Fifty tenement hon=es oil the block 


sire in such danger of falling into the trench that the occupants have been 


ordered out by the police. The streets are filled with wailin- women ami 


children who bavo been unable to get any word from 
relatives who 
are 


known to have been in (ho vicinity ivben the explosion came. 
At least one 


woman and three little girls are said by iho police to have been swallowed 
up by the cave-in which followed the explosion. 


Four of the men who were buried iu the cave-in at 
Front and .Gold 


streets are reported to have escaped by crawling into a sewer which opens 
into the East river. 


The explosion tore the street to pieces for rods on either side, and the 


twelve men who were working in an excavation for a big sewer pipe were 


buried by the debris which fell in upon thorn and are believed to' have been 
smothered or burned to death in tho fire that followed the explosion. 


Samuel Trout, who lived near the scene, lost bis life in attempting to 


save a woman who was passing through Gold street at the time of ihe°ex- 
plosion and fell into the trench. Trout was caught by the Games'from tue 
blazing gas main and roasted alive. 


The woman, was dragged out of .tho trench and saved by a boy. 
Tha ' 


workmen were digging a trench through Gold street for the installation of a 
36-inch sewer pipe. 
The excavation was to be nearly fovly feet deep, and 


as the laborers removed the earth the walls had been shored up by largo 


timbers. ' With Charles S-chiffm«yer,-a-iiityMn^«fer6T¥ewers;'ove"fseeing"~ 


the! work this forenoon, the men were working at the bottom of the treuch 


when an accumulation of gas from a; warn waioh tad. been accidentally 
broken during tha work, exploded.with tremendous force. The supporting,, 


timbers were ripped away and the high dirt walls:toppled over on"Schiff- 


meyer mid bis men, A large main also was broken by the force of the ex- 
plosion and a torrent of water'began to spurt up 
through the mass of 


wreckage. Almost side by side with these spurting geysers roared tlie 


flames from the gas which poured from tho-broken main.

Firemen and workmen from the city and water departments and the gas 


company worked desperately in an effort to check the flow of gas and waier 


and to relieve the men who had been imprisoned. There seemed little hope, 


however, that any of those who had been at work at the bottom of the trench 


could have escaped death. 
Nearly half an'hour's work was required to 


reach the body of Trout who had been burned to death on the surface of 


the street. The bodies o£ the other men are believed to he buried under tous 
ot! cnrth. 


Ho great was the mass of broken timbers iu the trench bottom that four 


hours after the explosion the police and firemen had been able to find oiilv 


the one. body which was found iu the street. It was believed that the bodies 


of nearly twenty workmen and an unknown woman and tivo children were 


buried in the debris. Timbers were hauled lo the scene to shore up the walls 
and the flow of water and gas wns shut off. An employe of the gas com- 


pany, who was sent to turn off the gas, was arrested aud charged with homi- 


cide, although it was not known that he had anything to do with the acci- 


dent. Five Italians, who had been lingering about the scene of the exploaion, 
were also taken into custody on suspicion.

The letter says further th\t tho ac- 
tion Is taken because of the increasing 
promise of a prosperous year in the 
cotton business and also because of the 
good spirit which tho operatives have 
shown toward the agreement entered 
into last year, which resulted In 
a 
wage cut of 18 per cent, during the 
past six months. 


At a meeting of tho Textile Council 


held last night, President James Tan- 
sey Issued his monthly report on tho 
margin between the prices of cotton 
and standard styles of cotton cloth. 
The report showed an average 
dally 


margin of 50.1 cents for the 148 mar- 
ginal days in the last six months. It 
was figured that this, under the agree- 
ment, would call for an S per cent, cut 
in wages. 


All tho mills in Fall niver with the 
exception of those of the Fall River 
Iron Works Co., controlled by'M. C. D. 
Borden, are directly affected by the an- 
nouncement, that the cut will not ba 
enforced. In a certain measure, too,
